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ANTHRENUS (FLORILINUS) SVECI N. SP. FROM GREE 


(COLEOPTERA, DERMESTIDAE) 


Among the material recently collected in Greece by Zdenék Svec 
a new species of the genus Anthrenus O. F. Müller, 1764 has been dis- 
covered. It belongs to the subgenus Florilinus Mulsant & Rey, 1868 
-which includes 6 species known from Europe (MROCZKOWSKI 1954 
and 1968; PEACOCK 1993)- and in the habitus is very similar to A. (F.) 
flavidus Solsky, 1876. The latter species is recorded from Turkey for 
the first time.

Anthrenus (Florilinus) sveci n. sp. (Figs. 1-3)

A red, printed label with text as follows: ” Holotype (Allotype or 
Paratype respectively) / Anthrenus (Florilinus) sveci sp. n. / Jiti Hava 
det. 2003” has been attached to each specimen of the type series. 


Description of holotype &. Body length 1.8 mm, width 1.0 
mm; body oval, black. Dorsal surface covered with brown and yellow 
scales. Individual scales generally widest at about proximal 1/3. Head 
covered with intermixed brown and yellow scales. Labrum emargin- 
ate. Lacinia with apex moderately sclerotized with a medially directed 
spine; spine variable in size. Frontal median ocellus present. Anten- 
nae 11-segmented, antennal segments I-VI yellow, VII-VIII brown; 
club 2-segmented, brown, compact (Fig. 1). Eye with entire median 
margin. Pronotum covered with intermixed brown and yellow scales. 
Each elytron covered with brown scales, with three transverse bands 
covered with intermixed brown and yellow scales; one band on the 
humeral area, the other one in the middle length and the third one 
before apex of elytra. Ventral surface covered with yellow scales; in 
particular abdominal sternites not bearing small spots of scales at 
antero-lateral margins. Visible sternites I-IV without spots in the 
middle and covered with yellow scales. Prosternum with only yellow 
scales. Metasternum with yellow scales, without a large patch at lat- 
eral margins. Legs brown with yellow scales and yellow microsetae. 
Male genitalia as in fig. 3. 


Allotype 2. Body length 2.1 mm, width 1.2 mm, dorsal and ven- 
tral surfaces covered with only yellow scales. Shape of antenna show- 
ing sexual dimorphism (Fig. 2). 

Paratypes. Body length 1.6-2.2 mm, width 0.9-1.3 mm. The col- 
oration of elytra varies from only entirely yellow scales to three bands 
covered with yellow scales. 


Bionomy unknown; all the specimens were singly collected on 
flowers of Apiaceae, near a brook (Z. Svec, pers. comm.). 


Name derivation. Dedicated to my friend Ing. Zdenék Svec 
(Praha, Czech Republic), known specialist of Phalacridae and. Leiodi- 
nae (Coleoptera). 


Differential diagnosis. The new species is very similar in 
the habitus to A. (F.) flavidus Solsky, 1876, but differs by the shape 
of lacinia, the morphology of antennal club and the male genitalia, as 
follows: 


1) Lacinia with apex moderately sclerotized with a medially 
directed spine; spine variable in size; labrum emarginate;
